Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1954. 

The  vital  statistics  continue  to 
show  satisfactory  trends  whilst  epidemic  disease  presented  no 
problem.  In  particular  tuberculosis  records  showed  that  1954 
was  the  first  year  since  the  notification  of  this  disease  was 
instituted  that  no  newly  occuring  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
was  so  notified. 

Milk  sampling  was  carried  out  to  a 
smaller  extent  than  in  previous  years,  but  it  is  felt  that 
satisfactory  supervision  of  the  supplies  concerned  was  maintained.

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PREVENTION  OP  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


GENERAL 

The  common  infectious  diseases  included  one  case  of 
measles,  ten  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  two  cases  of  dysentery; 
no  problems  resulting  from  this  small  number  of  notifications, 

IMMUNISATION 

During  the  year  seventy-six  children  received  primary 
immunisation  against  diptheria  whilst  a  further  sixty-five 
received  injections  to  maintain  their  immunity, 

TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year  one  new  case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
was  notified,  one  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  came  to  reside 
in  the  District  and  a  further  case  came  to  notice  by  reason  of 
registration  of  death. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  twenty-seven  cases  of 
pulmonary  and  eighteen  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
residing  within  the  District, 
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SMITART  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  T.J,  Lees,  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  most 
of  the  following  information  relating  to  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  this  area, 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Leicester  Corporation  water  mains  are  laid  throughout  the 
District,  and  from  them  a  total  of  2,0 35  houses  have  an  internal  piped 
supply.  A  further  68  houses  have  access  to  this  water  by  means  of 
standpipes. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Sewage  is  dealt  with  at  the  Council’s  Sewage  Farm.  A  total  of 
2,469  water  closets  exist  in  the  District,  leaving  only  12  premises 
relying  on  pails. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  38  cesspools  in  use.  One 
existing  cesspool  having  been  abolished  and  one  new  one  constructed 
during  the  year, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

House  refuse  is  collected  at  9  to  10  day  intervals  by  the 
Council’s  staff,  and  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  adjacent  to 
the  Sewage  Works.
